BERLIN, Dec. 23.—The opening 
barrage of coming battles Over the 
German minorities divided among 
other nations by the Versailles 
Treaty are now thundering in the 
German Press. 

Viclent protests against the Al- 
lied mistreatment of these German 
minorities are being hurled against 
Italy, Poland, and Czecho-Slovakia 
in journals of all shades of opin- 
ion The mOst.violent. attacks 
of all are appearing in the “Taeg- 
liche Rundschau,” often inspired 
by Herr Stressemann. 

The ‘“Rundschau” already threat- 
ens to retaliation for alleged Ital- 
ian oppression of Germans in the 
South Tyrol that German tourists 
—who this year carried 646. mil- 
lion lire into Italy-—4amay be forbid- 
den to visit that country in. the 
future.

OAKLAND, Dec. 23. —A case that

Thinking that she

mind, McDonald waited throughout 
the hours of dawn in vain. An 
examination of Kelloggs rooms re- 
vealed a cardboard box which has 
contained a water pistol, which

Donald in a quandry as it 
duced the suspicion he may have 
been the victim of a practical 
joke. 

According to the police, 
Donald made no mention in his 
report of the water pistol, giving 
no hint that the weapon used by 
Kellogg was not genuine.
